IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that (1) the Clerk shall remove

Respondent Edward M. Tsuji’s name from the roll of attorneys

licensed to practice law in this jurisdiction and (2) within

thirty (30) days after entry of this order, Respondent Tsuji

shall submit to the Clerk of this court the original certificate

evidencing his license to practice law in this jurisdiction.
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IT IS FINALLY ORDERED that (1) Respondent Tsuji shall

comply with the requirements of RSCH 2.16 and (2) the

Disciplinary Board shall provide notice to the public and judges

as required by RSCH 2.16.
